in  1735,  and  died  on  his  farm  near  Dayton,Ohio,  in  lfl60 
He  moved  from  Pa*  to  Virginia  in  1765;  and  with  William 
Smith,  an  Englishman,  established • the  first  Church  of  the 
Brethren  in  southwestern  Virginia,  (Brick  Chuch  at  Wirtz, 
Virginia)  o  Elder  Jacob  Hiller  moved  from.  Virginia  to  Ohio 
in  1300,  and  established  churches  in  Ohio  and  across  the 
line  in  Indiana,  as  well  as  going  into  the,  then  wilderness, 
and  preaching,  praying  and  working  with  the  Indians*  The 
writers  have  been  able  to  find  no  record  of  the  name,  birth, 
or  death,  of  the  wife  of  Elder  Jacob  Hiller,  nor  of  her 
marriage  with  him*  There  ace  several  ” Jacob  Hiller”  marriage 
records  in  Pennsylvania ;  but  with  the  present  lack  of  infor¬ 
mation,  they  cannot  be  Droved  to  be  our  Jacob  Hiller*
